WASHINGTON, February 3.—The house com- 
mittee on appropriations reported the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial appropriation bill 
Referred to committee of the whoie. 

_ ‘The bill makes a total appropriatien of $20,- 
<o0,910, which is less than the appropriation for 
ine current year by $415,545. The estimates 
aggregated $21,175,000, Among the logisla- 
tive features contained in the bill is a proviso 
that no part of the money appropriated for the 
Civli Service Cconimission is to be used until the 
commission repeals the rule forbidding the ap- 
pointment of applicants over the age of fifteen 
years.

Mr. Rogers, from the same committee, re- 
ported adversely the bill to enable the peopie 
to name their postmasters. Laid on the table. 
In the morning hour, Mr. Oates, of Alabama, 
on behalf of the committee on revision of the 
laws, called up the billauthorizing the appoint- 
ment and presenbing compensation of clerks 
te senators and representatives who are not 
chairmen of committees. 

Mr. Ca’dwell, of Tennessee, opposed the bill. 
No democrat was authorized to vote for this 
increased compensation—for it was nothing 
more or less than that. The platform upon 
which the democratic party had come into 
power was “retrenchment and reform.” Was 
it retrenchment to add 320 persons to the list 
of officeholders? Was it reform to reach out 
and grab patronage? He saw in the proposition 
disaster to members and the grave of the demo- 
cratic party. It there was any veto thunder 
left in the president, he would bury this bill 
under a trip-hammer veto rather than bury 
himself and his party by signing it. 

Mr. Dougherty, of Florida; favored the pro- 
position, but thought that it should be amend- 
ed so as not to take effect until the fifty-first 
copgress, 

Mr. Turner, of Georgia, admitted that the 
labors of member of congress were arduous, 
difficult and embarrassing, but thought it 
hardly consistent with the professions of the 
democratic party that it should commit itself 
to a measure intended merely to increase the 
allowance of members. 

Mr. Eden, of Illinois, moved to iay the bill 
on thetable. Agreed to, yeas I41, nays 100. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the pleuro- pneumonia bill, the pend- 
ing amendment being one offered by Mr., 
Cutcheon, of Michigan, providing that the ex- 
perts and agents be appointed under - civil 
service rules.

SCENES OF THE STRIKE. 


EMPLOYMENT OF {NEW MEN ON 
THE RAILROAD PIERS. 


More Applications Then Pleves, but the Men Are 
Inexperienced~A Gang of Italians Quit Work 
and Join the Strikers—An Army of Po- 
lic¢men on Duty—Labor News. 


New York, February 3.—The White Star 
steamship Republic and the Inman steamship 
City of Chicago, scheduled to sail today with 
trans-Atlantic mails, did not get off because of 
the strike. 

The carpet factory of E. 8. Higgins & Co. 
was closed again today, hands, machinists, 
weavers and all the rest having refased to 
woik, The employes held a meeting Tuesday 
and decided that they would not work while 
the factory was being run on “scab” eoal, A 
committee called on the firm and notified it of 
the resoiution. In order to avofd loss to the 
firm, however, the hands agreed to work yes- 


down in regular course. This morning no em- 
ploye went to work. Work was resumed on 
Thursday last, after the strikeagainst a reduc- 
tion of wages. 

On the steamship piers there was much im- 
provement, Freight was being movedmostly by 
new men; There is an abundance of unskilled 
labor to be had, and superintendents of dotks 
have more men than they have places for. The 
trouble is that these men have had no experi- 
ence at freight handling. The Mallory and 
Ward lines are receiving freight for the south. 
The situation is very irregular. Some of the 
steamship lines and coal handling br nches 
of railroads are but little incommoded, 
they being in the best condi- 
tion where the strike has lasted the 
longest, as they have been able to organize and 
train new men. Some of these have got so far 
along as to exercise the right of selection among 
men applying for work, and are weeding out 
men unfitted for the labor required. From this 
standard the degree of disability ranges down to 
almost total helplessness. Where the strike 
only took effect yesterday or today, all freight 
lines, both land and water, are somewhat 
favored by the fact that shippers are sending 
nothing they can withhold, and carriers are 
also refusing perishable goods or goods that 
will suffer by delays, except in such quantities 
as they can handle.

they refused to work, saying they had come 
under the impression they were to lay a track. 
The police guarded the Savannah pier today 
for the first time during the strike. Non-un- 
ion men are boarded and lodged on a barge at 
the Buckhead. They fear trouble in conse- 
quence of the shooting affray on Tuesday night. 
Freight handlers on the Baltimore and Ohio 
pier No. 43, North river, left work this after- 
noon, on being called out by delegates. They 
obeyed§with reluctance, as they have never 
had any trouble with the company: they were 
the last of the railroad men to go out. The 
men tcld Superintendent Brooks that they had 
no grievance, but were forced to go out on call. 
They loaded up all the freight on the pier, and 
swept the place clean. The men refused to ac- 
cept any pay for their work, as they were going 
out oh call by the union—not any grievances 
of their own. 

The steamer Republic, of the White Star line, 
could not be loaded by green hands in time to 
sail today. The Erin, of the National line, 
was in a similar condition, The Morgan line 
pier is choked up with freight, and the gates 
are closed. Green men have begun to unload 
the Helvetia.

Hastily gathering fifteen 
men, Chief Murphy made a race to reach the 
dock first. He arrived, with his men _ thor- 
oughly winded by- their long run, and found 
several hundred strikers held at bay 
by two regular and three special 
officers, which they were enabled to do 
by reason of the narrow approach to the sheds. 
The leaders of the mob bid defiance to Mur- 
phy when he ordered them to disperse, and 
said they had business with the company and 
intended to transact it. The chief gave them 
due notice that if any of them were hurt it 
would be their own fault. Their answer was 
ap attack with defiant shouts, sticks, stones 
ard irou bars. The police khocked the front 
rows down as fast as they could strike, as 
these were hemmed in by their fellows in the 
rear. A good many of them were bad- 
ly hurt before they broke and ran. 
No prisoners were taken, and nobody was 
killed. The defeated strikers were all permit- 
ted to go home. One policeman was disabled 
hy a blow on the arm with iron. Another's 
face was damaged by a lump of coal. _ The 
scene of the fracas is near the dividing 
‘ine between the yards of the 
apd Delaware, Lackawanna and Western. 
Pinkerton specials guarding the latter proper- 
ty turned out and formed a line, but took no 
partin the melee.

George Airy, the rivg trickman, ae walba 
a disturbance at the jail last night. He boat- 
ed to his fellow-prisoners that he “halloaed” his: 
way out of jail in St. Louis and Cincinnati and 
he intended to try the same plan here. He 
thereupon yelled at the top of his voice, and 
could not be persuaded to cease. The jail phy- 
siclan was called in. He declared that Airy 
was in good health, and possessed an excellent 
pair of lungs. Airy continued to yell all 
night, until he found his scheme would not 
work. He was brought into the crimina! court 
this morning, and placed on trial. W. HH ¥- 
lett, to woom Airy sold a bogus ring 
tor $250, took the stand and told all about the 
transaction. There were placed on exhibition 
during the trial forty-three bogus rings and 
one gold one, all being exactly alike, except as 
to weight. The jury found Airy guilty, and 
‘ixed his penalty at three years in the peniten- 
tiary. Officer Thomas Brown took Airy in 
charge. J Ustas the jail was reached Airy 
turned and said: “Good bye,” and started ona 
dead run down Frontstreet. Brown followed 
closely, and when near Church street he 
fired upon the fleeing prisoner, but 
missed his aim. Officer Willis 
tollowed the sheriff. The marshal, who was 
in the jail, ran out, and, jumping in a wagon 
joined in the pursuit of Airy, who,as he ran. 
cried loudly, “Catch him!” “Yonder he 
goes.” This was done to throw the crowd off 
their guard, and it had good effect. as the peo- 
ple made way for Airy.

1 put everyone where I thought it would do 
most good, and saw a half dozen dead men 
right in front of me when the mob broke and 
ran. Inan incredibly short space of time the 
police had the street to themselves. I never 
saw people scatter so fast. I still did not feel 
any seriouseffects of my wound, and helped to 
carry into the stationhouse the dead and dying 
men arourd me. It was then that I looked 
at my bosom and found it saturated 
with blood, I was literally pep; 
pered all over with the contents of the dyna- 
mite bomb, but the most serious wound was in 
my leit breast, right over the heart. There 
wes taken from it several pieces of copper and 
other poisonous metals. The bomb was some- 
what larger than wy fist, and bits of all kinds 
of metal placed in it. There is where the 
danger comes in, A man may be shot by a 
bullet, but if it don’t penetrate some vital part 
he can live with it still in his flesh; butif a 
particle of the contents of a dynamite bom 
no larger than a pin’s head enters the flesh it 
must be found and taken out. Only one man 
was killed outright by that bomb, but eight 
have since died from the effects of their 
wounds, snd another is not expected to live. 
I expect I am the only man in the world who 
ever saw bis own heart beat.” 
The following is an account of the operation, 
takerfrom the Chicago Inter-Ccean : 
“Officer Chas. Whitney, one of the victimsjof the 
dynamite bomb, was yesterday the subject of one 
oi the most radical and extreme operations known 
to scientific surgery. Whitney, on the night of the 
Haymarket riot, besides receiving other injuries, 
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most important action brought is a

Her first story, how- 
ever, Which she repeated with variations for 
the first half dozen hours after the murder was 
that a negro man named John Haines had 
come into their cabin the night before, and en- 
gaging ina quarrel with Williams, attacked 
and murdered him. 
INVESTIGATING THE STORY 
Major Renfroe was notified of the crime while 
he was in Mr. Stover’s store in Cartersville on 
Christmas morning, aud hastened out to the 
banks. He immediately went to the cabin oc- 
cupied by Williams, and found everything in 
good condition, the room tidy and clean, the 
bed in perfect order with spotless sheeting and 
counterpane. The major instituted inquiries 
regarding the death of Williams, and asked 
where the body was. The girl Mary rehearsed 
her former story 2nd then disclosed to his aston- 
ished gaze the body of the negro crowded into 
a broad and shallow box, and said that the 
man Haines had put itin there after killing 
him. Major Renfroe instantly discovered that 
her story was inconsistent with others made 
by her and saw by her manner that she kuew 
more than she was telling him. ‘Keeping 2 
close surveilance over her, he summoned the 
coroner who empannelled his jary, and pro- 
cecded to investigate the case. In the mean-

Tak- 
ing a trephine capable of chisseling a hole five- 
eighths of an inch in diameter, Dr. Murphy began 
his work. It took jast eighty minutes to cut a hole 
thrcugh the breast-vone, which at this juncture 
was: nearly an inch thick.

identity could be obtained, The day of my 


trial was rapidly approaching when the first 


discovery was made. The knife with which 


the murder wascommitted was discovered in 
the room which the stranger had occupied. He 
had flung it behizvd a wardrobe, While we 
knew that it was his knife, the prosecution 
wculd of course argue that it was my Knife. 
No one had ever seen me with such a weapon, 
but that was no defense for me. 
‘The case came totrial at length, and I was 
boriified at the strength which the prosecution 
developed, The sociability between the peddler 
and myself was made out to have been a plot 
cu my part to put him off his guard. My de- 
parture at an early morning hour was an- 
other sign of guilt. ‘The host remembered that 
I scemed nervous and ill at ease, and two or 
three persons who met me on the road within 
two or three miles of the river testified that I 
appeared to be in a great hurry and frequently 
locked back. All this was nonsense a3 I have 
tcld you, but that’s what was sworn to, and 
it had its weight with the jury. The worst 
point against me wasa piece of deliberate and 
uncalled for perjury, and I have never been 
able to fathom the young man’s motive, unless 
it was to mix himself in the casesand becomé a 
sort of hero. Hé swore that I rested under a 
tree about two miles from the inn—this was as 
I was approaching it from Stafford—and he, 
frcm the other side of the hedge, saw me take 
out the murderous knife and strop it on my 
shoe. He swore to this point blank, and yet I 
tell you that I did not even hait at that spot. 
When the defense opened, I was .somewhat 
encouraged. We could prove wy good charac: 
ter, my rightful possession of the £25, and the 
purpese of my journey. My counsel made a 
point in my favor by showing that I had kept 
to the highway, had traveled at a moderate 
pace, and had acted as an innocent man would 
have done. He challenged the prosecution ’to 
procuce a case where a boy of my age, brought 
up as I had been, had become a murderer for 
he sake of possessing a few pounds, of which 
he stcod in no need. 

Well, sir, the case went tothe jury, and in 
an hour they brought in a verdict of guilty. 
Tbe testimory of the perjurer, the bank 
nit’s, the blood on wmy sleeve, these 
were conclusive bits of evidence to the 
jury. The verdict had only j ust 
been announced when a messenger spoke 
to the judge on the bench, and pretty soon 
there was a great commotion in court. Our 
detective had nabbled the surly stranger in 4 
tavern in Liverpool.

A Detective’s First Case.

Iwas a happy-go-lucky chap, having no 
family or relativesto worry about meor to 
depend on my earnings, and, though I was 
hard up and without ambition, I was nota 
crimival. I had never been arrested in my 
life, and I had no reason whatever to fear the 
law. At10o’clock that forenoon, while I sat 
ona log by the roadside taking a bit of iunch- 
eon, I was overtaken by a gang of six persons, 
one of whom was a constable and the others 
farmers. They werein a wagon, and as the 
vehicle came opposite me they all leaped out 
and I was seized and handeuffed with much 
ado, while the gang congratulated themselves 
on having sospeedily secured me. When I 
asked whothey were and the cause of my 
arrest, I was overwhelmed with curses and 
threats and flung into the wagon. We headed 
to the south, fron which direction [ had com>, 
but after going two miles, turned inte an east 
acd west road, and going east three miles we 
stopped at a farm house, where about a score 
of people had assembled. Threats and c.rses 
greeted my appearance, and several people 
cried out thatI ought to be lynched. Here is 
what hed happened, although it was several 
days before I secured the particulars: 

The owner of the farm was a man named 
Burchard. He was in his barnyard after 
breakfast,when atramp came along and stopped 
atthe house and asked for breakfast. The 
wife sent him to the barn, and half an hour 
later her husband staggered up tothe kitchen 
door, said the tramp had knifed him, and fell 
down and died. The alarm was given, and in 
an hour parties were out in search. The wife 
was positive that she could identify the tramp, 
and no sooner did she set eyes on me than she 
cried out that I was the man, and but for the 
determined front of two or three officers of the 
law I should have been lynehed. 

What did Ido? Nothing. If I but opened 
ny mouth I was cursed and threatened. There 
was no more doubt in their minds that I was 
guilty than that it was daylight. Afterthein- 
quest I was taken to the county jail. At this 
inquest 1 was asked my name, age, residence, 
occupation, &c. I gavethem all the informa- 
tion I could, but unfortunately it was not in 
my fayor. If I could prove that I had worked 
here and there, that was not proof that I did 
uot commit the murder. I was a wanderer, 


penniless aud friendless, and just the man to 
do murder, and who could doubt my guilt after 
the wife had so clearly identified me?

The 
farmer had not been robbed, although his coat 
bad been torn and there were evidences of a 
struggle. Hehad been stabbed with his own 
jack-knife, and the knife had been left on the 
ground. He had been stabbed three times in 
the region of the heart,and his fingers were

I can further show that 
vou could not have turned aside, committed 
the crime, got to the point where you were ar- 


rested even had you been on horseback. Now, 
then. if the stabbing was done with Bu rchard’s 
own knife, what inference do you draw? 

“He had the knife open with his own 
bands?” 

“Exactly.” Beis 
“The murderer took it away from fim. 
“Certainly.” 

“There was a struggle for the weapon, and 
Burchard’s fingers were cut?’ 

‘*You have it.” 

“And you naturally concluded that the mur- 
derer aid not escape scot free?” 

“That’s the very thing, and if I don’t have 
him in custedy inside of a week, I'll ask them 
to hang me in your stead.” 

He put a chattel mortgage on a horse, tele- 
vraphbed to fifty diflerent places, made two or 
three short trips. and on the afternoon of the 
fourth day returned from Franklin with a 
prisoner, who had been nabbed on one of his 
telegrams.

The Great South. 
The ‘‘new south’’ is not a very expressive 
>? 
phrase, but when we say the ‘‘great south, 
we epitomize a wonderland and a story of 
marvelous progress. 

The bureau of statistics at Washington 
has just issued alarge volume containing a 
special report upon the commercial and in- 
dustrial condition, transportation and other 
facilities of Virginia, the Carolinas, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippl, Louisiana, 
Tennessee and Kentucky. The information 
was collected by experts detailed to cover 
these ten states. 

Chief Switzler, in reviewing this report. 
says: 

Whatever speculations may be deduced from the 
exbibit here made, or the lessons it may teach our 
statesmen, it will not be questioned that the re- 
ports furnish evidences of recuperative energy, of 
material progress and development by the southern 
people unexampled in the history of our civiliza- 
tion; in short, that the new and the mightier south 
is rapidly emerging from the blight and desola- 
tions of the civil war, and promises in a short time 
to attain a high degree of prosperity. This mar- 
velous development can be truthfully affirmed, not 
simply or chiefly in respect to railway transporta- 
tion, or to-mining or manufactures, but to every 
material interest of the south, and to almost every 
section of it. The exceptional stations are those 
which are destitute of direct railway or water com- 
munications with the markets of the world. These, 
and these only, are yet to feel the forces which 
quicken the sluggish currents of life, and these, no 
doubt, in a comparatively shert time will hear 
“the whirr of the wheels that weave the web of 
towns,”’ 

The chief goes on to say that these statist- 
ics will be a revelation to the country, even 
to the southern people themselves. They 
disclose a wealthof opportunities for enter- 
prise and industry which is unparalleled. 

Take the leading crop, cotton, and note 
the progress in a century. In 1784 we ex- 
ported 10 bales; in 1886 we exported 4,283,- 
723. In a continuous line these bales would 
stretch from Philadelphia to Antwerp. 
riculture in all its branches make a wonder- 
ful exhibit. 

But cotton is only one item. In 1860 our 
railroad mileage was 8,834 in 1854 it was 
20,802. From 1880 to 1885 our taxable 

property increased 183 per cent. Our bitu- 
minous coal output has increased from 
1,948,796 tons in 1880 to 4,215,597 in 1885. 
The output of pig iron was 397,301 net tons 
in 1880 and 712,835 in 1885. In 1886 the 
ageregate capital invested in old and new 
manufacturing enterprises in the ten south- 
ern states was $129, 226,000, against $66,812,- 
000 invested the previous year. Our ex- 
ports of timber jumped from $12,523,711 in 
1860 to $16,683,827 in 1885, The exports of 
payal stores in 1880 amounted to $4,585,062, 
and in i885 they reached $4,984,794. 

in conclusion, Chief Switzler says:

WE hear that there is some hope of putting a 
curb in the clay-hole, known to our readers as 
the weather-end of Whitehall street.

WHEN the historians of the future come to 
write the story of the civil war they should 
borrow a scrapbook of Eli Thayer, of Massa- 
chusetts, who originated the Kansas coloniza- 
tion scheme. In this good year, nearly thirty 
years after the secession of the southern states, 
he comes forward and boldly charges that the 


' abolitionists—the American anti-slavery 80- 


ciety—first advocated secession. Mr. Thayer, 
who is now oversixty years old, has a vigor- 
ous memory and a well-preserved scrap-book. 
The secession talk of the American anti-slavery 
society was not the idle chatter of tne 
street corners, but the sentiment 
in favor of disunion is shown by 
resolutions regularly adopted. At the annual 
meeting of the society, held May 4, 1845, the 
following resolution was passed: 

Resolved, That reconizing as we do with profound 
gratitude the wonderful progress our cause has 
made during the last eighteen years, and yet, con- 
sidering the effort now making to impress the com- 
wunity with the idea that the church and the land 
can and will abolish slavery by its own virtue; and 
that the parties are able and willing to grapple 
with the evil, this society deems it a duty to reiter- 
ate its convictions that the only exodus for the 
slave out of his present house of bondage is_ over 
the ruins of the present American church and the 
present American union. 

It may be urged that the society expressed 
itself in favor of disunion very early in the 
struggle and thata change of opinion could 
have arisen beforethe war. But Mr, Thayer's 
scrapbook shows that in 1859 the anti-slavery 
society, which was ready to sacrifice every- 
thing to its hobby. passed the following resolu- 
tious: 

Whereas, the dissolution of the present imperfect 
and inglorious union between the free and slave 
states would result in the overthrow of slavery and 
the consequent foundation of a more perfect and 
glorious union without the incubus of slavery; 
therefore, Bas 

Resolved, That we invite a free correspondence 
with the disunionists of the south im order to de- 
vise the most suitable way and means to secure 
the consummation so devoutly to be wished for.

Atlanta and Baseball. 

In a Nashville contemporary we find the 
following paragraph: 

Considerable interest is manifested throughout 
the circuit in the effort to again enroll Atlanta in 
the league. Whileitisa notorious fact that the 
gate city is heartily disliked by some of the club 
people, it is feltthat her return to the fold would 
relieve. matters to a considerable extent. The 
movement isin the hands ofa shrewd, wide-awake 
and energetic baseball man—one who has had con- 
siderable experience in diamond affairs, The 
scheme which he is engineering is a very plausible 
one, and we haven’t the remotest idea but what it 
can be carried to a successful conclusion. 


The history of baseball in Atlanta is brief 
and interesting. A number of young gen- 
tlemen in this city, for the purpose of amus- 
ing themselves and the town during the dull 
summer months, organized a baseball club. 
These young men had no desire to make 
money out of their investment. They were 
all men of means; who simply desired to 
lighten the summer months with some spe- 
cies of amusement. ~ 

In furtherance of their idea, they organ- 
ized a baseball club. They employed pro- 
fessional players, and the result was all they 
could have expected. They made no money, 
but they paid expenses, and interested the 
town in the great American game. It was 
observable at the beginning that the 
newspapers and the public outside of Atlan- 
ta were prejudiced against the Atlanta club 
to some extent. These unfriendly comments 
and this unfriendly attitude, however, hai 
no immediate effect. The same young men 
organized another club the next season, and 
this club, in spite of the extraordinary at- 
tacks made on it, won the league pennant. 

Last season, the Atlanta club again won 
the pennant, but the tours of the club were 
accompanied by the most disgracefal scenes 
on the part of those who were interested in 
the fortunes of otherclubs. The newspapers 
in the league cities filled their columns with 
abuse of the Atlanta club and its directors. 
Such blackguardism has rarely been seen in 
reputable journals. Prejudice against At- 
lanta reached such a high pitch that the 
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secession.”

Instances of depraved appetite are 
numerous, and men have been known to swallow 
fire, swords, spiders, flies. toads, serpents, Cotton, 
hair, paper, wood, cinders, sand, earth, clay, 
chalk, flint, musket balls and earthenware. One 
man could swallow billiard balis and gold watches. 
In the New York medical journals for 1582,a rec- 
ordis made ofa man who could swallow clasp 
knives with impunity. One day he overdid the 
business by swallowing 14 and it killed him,which 
well it might. In 1870,in England, two men of 
Wiltshire wagered with each other as to which 
should consume the greatest quantity of food in 
the shortest space of time. One of them blotted 
from existence six pounds and a half of rabbit, a 
loaf of bread and two pounds of cheese in a quarter 
of an hour, and he was so pleased with the appro- 
bation he received from tbe bystanders that he 
finished off with a beefsteak, a pintand a half of 
gin and a half pint of brandy.

VIVISECTING A CALF, 


Prof. Curtis Pertorms the Operation in Or- 
der to Show the Action of the Heart. 
From the New York World. 

In the presence of a big class of students. 
which filled the amphitheater of the upper lecture 
room of the college of physicians and surgeons, 
yesterday, Professor J. G. Curtis, lecturer on phy- 
sidlogy, made a novel vivisection to demonstrate 
the action of the heart, about which there is con- 
siderable diversity of opinion among the great phy- 
siologisis. Professor Curtis holds that the heart 
shortens. It became old Janitor Mike’s duty to 
keep his eyes peeled for any of Bergh’s men who 
might be present in a disguise and put a stop to the 
demonstration in its most important stage. When 
the coast was Clear and Mike satisfied himself that 
only those who had business in the lecture room 
were there, Professor Curtis began his leeture. 

He discussed the merits ard demerits of the 
famous physiologists, and tried to show that the 
heart really shortened by reading from accepted 
writers who made a number of experiments to 
support their theory. Before he finished speaking 
four of his assistants, clad in rough bedticking 
gowns, dragged in an unsuspecting calf. The calf 
was placed in a V shaped trough, with four stout 
slats nailed tothe top and bottom, two on each 
side. Straps held theanimal motionless. Sponges 
saturated with ether were clapped over the ani- 
mal’s nostrils and soon reduced it to unconscious- 
ness. Then Professor Curtis seized ja long, keen- 
edged knife and made an incision extending from 
the head dowrftothe belly. Ina few strokes he 
cut away the hide, and with an instrument like a 
pair of pruning shears he cut out the breast-plate, 
exposing the lungsand the heart in its sae. This 
was carefully removed and then the students made 
& rush to see the effect it had on the calf. 

There lay the heart, bobbing about with every 
respiration the animal made. When the lungs 
were filled with air they almost entirely covered 
the heart, but during the expiration it came into 
view again, and its action could be closely studied. 
With a pair of delicate compasses Professor Curtis 
followed the jerky movements of the organ and 
measured it in several positions, showing that in 
systole the heart was a trifle shorter than during 
diastole. 

The calf was kept alive just an hour, which was 
the time the lecture lasted; and just before it died 
Professor Curtis tied the aorto—the main artery— 
at the point of its attachment, and. with a single 
stroke of the knife, ent the organ out and pinned 
iton a board between two rows of pins. In this 
position, outside the body, the heart made about 
a dozen beats, and it became even more plain than 
before, by observing its situation between the 
pins, that itshortened when contracting, resum- 
ing its normal size at the end of the beat.

A GOSSIPY LETTER FROM AN OLD 
CONSTITUTION MAN. 


Bcme of the Great Disislusions of Washington-The 
Senate—The President’s Reception—Taoe Japs 
and Chinese-~A Mass of Interestiag 
Georgia Personals - Other Matters. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., February 1, 1387.—I 
bave been struck with the number and varie- 
ty of the dis-illusions I have experienced in 
Wa:hington. Thetwo most marked that I 
pew recallare senatozial speechmaking and 
presidential receptions. 

4 SENATORIAL DIS-ILLUSION. 

The prevalent idea of the senate—the United 
Gtates senate—is a ceremonious body of inex- 
pressible dignity, conducted in its deliberations 
with the most formal and solemn courtesy, 
where the senators giveeach other the most 
respectful attention, and there isa stately ele- 
vation always preserved. And those ponder- 
cus speeches that fill the Congressional Record 
and that are sent out over the country are sup- 
posed to be universally delivered to listening 
scnators in stirring debate in the midst of im- 
posing accessories. 

What isthe ordinary reality? A more free 
and easy body it would be difficult to imagine. 
Itisrare to find the chamber half fall. The 
senators lounge and loaf around,read and stroil 
and chat,and pay little orno attention to 
speakers. The proceedings are humdrum and 
monotonous. The general inattention to 
speeches is the most conspicuous feature of the 
sessions. I heard a western senator deliver an 
hour’s speech the other day, and he positively 
was withouta single listener on the floor of 
the senate, savethe acting president of the 
senate, who looked at him, but gave no sign of 
interest. There were ten senators in their seats 
by count, and every one of them was engaged 
in reading newspapers, writing letters or chat- 
ting. Thespeaking senator, oblivious of the 
universal neglect, and evidently talking to his 
constituents in the far west, preceeded in the 
most oratorical manner to declaim his utter- 
arces, swelling out his voice inclimaxes and 
emphasizing his periods with vigorous gesticu- 
lation. He was wholly insensible te the inat- 
tention, and seemed perfectly satisfied with 
the situation. The scene looked farcical. I 
have seen a repetition of it time and again. 

Of course there are times when the subject 
uuder debate, or the collision of sentiment, 
gets up animated discussion; and also that a 
greatspeech or an important occasion draws 
attention and excites interest. But the aver- 
ave appearance of this grave body isa dis-illu- 
sion, and very disappointing. My observation 
is that the senators who are more to be found 
in their seats are Senators Brown, of Georgia; 
George, of Mississippi, and Hampton, of South 
Carolina, on the democratic side, and 
Edmunds, on the republican side. Senator In- 
galls, of Kansas, is an incessant worker, and 
also Senator Saulsbury, of Delaware, and Ev- 
arts, of New York. ‘There is no senator more 
‘eguiar in attendance on the body and in his 
eat than Senator Brown, while he is closely 
ittentive to the routine of business and to te 
debates. He invariably gives a respectful 
hearing to the speakers, when present, and his 
chair is turned facing thespeakers. Thiscour- 
tesy of his, apartfrom the practical deliver- 
ances he makes, evokes a reciprocal attention, 
when he speeks. 

The speech of Senator Brown against the 
woman suffrare measure is regarded as the 
best that was delivered on the subject, and 
numerous calls have boen made for copies from 
all parts of the country. One senator distrib:- 
ted a thousand copies in bis own state. Th 
good women of the land seem to be specially 
pleased with if, 

THE ’ PRESIDENT'S RECEPTION DIS-ILLUSION, 

There is a great glamour about the prosi- 
dent’s receptions, but for really gorgeous affairs 
I know of nothing more unsatisfying. ‘There 
is more trouble and less pleasure. A lady puts 
on her best bib and tucker and ona freezing 
day sits in her carriage or stands outside from 
one to two hours waiting for their turn to reach 
the mansion. Her turn comes and she joins 
the procession to slowly squeeze in the 
house and reach the president 
and his wife, Tediously - the 
jam presses her on, mashing her fine clothes 
and presenting no chance for their display and 
frequently giving absolute personal discomfort. 
She gets to the president, 1s introduced, shakes 
handsand is jammed on and out, and the great 
reception is over for her, the trouble, prepar.- 
tion and discomfort seattered over several! 
hours, and the little bit of kernel of pleasure 
compressed in a brief instant. The jam is 
sometimes painful aud ladies faint under it. 
Fine dresses cannot be seen to advantage and 
are often seriously injured. The most brilliant 
dress and personal distinction are lost in the 
mash and mass and can enjoy noindividualiza- 
tion. There is neither intellectual pleasure or 
social recreation. It is an ordeal of inconven- 


lence without compensation save the. gratifica- . 


tion of a moment’s curiosity. One experience 
would seem to be enough, and yet persons un- 
cdergo it repeatedly. 

THE PIG-TAIL RECEPTION. 

The two most notable entertainments this 
season have been ‘those given by the Japauese 
end Chinese ambassadors to this goverument 
the ministers resident from those distant coun- 
trices. They werestrikingly different, and both 
full of interest. 

The Japanese folks take on American moss 
and dress, while the Chinese party adheres to 
its home garb and mcthods. The Japs were 
attired in regulation spike-tail and party dress 
trail, while the refreshments were American 
The bric-a-brac in their house were Japanese, 
and they bad much of their national pottery 
about. But they seem disposed to Americanize 
themselves to the fullest extent. 

The Japanese minister, Jushii R. Kuki; is 
abcut thirty-five years old, and looks like your 
young fellow-‘cwosman, Howell C. Erwin. 
His wife, Madame Hatsu Kuki is a slender 
lady, not at all pretty. His staff consisted of 
intelligent young fellows: Shiro Akabane, sec- 
retary; Lieutenant Makoto Saito, Kamensuki 
Misaki ard K. Sango, attaches. The female 
faces shone like they were polished. The com- 
plexion of the men was darker. They all had 
teeth somewhat irregular. The house was 
crowded, as all of these receptions are. The 
Kuki’s will take back to Japan two American- 
born babies of their own. 

Many uninvited people attend and swell 
the crowds uncomfortably, and this improper 
liberty has become a nuisance. Many go from 
curiosity, and others to enjoy the refreshments. 
The receptions when contin:d to the invite} 
guests are not overcrowded. It is related of 
the British minister, Mr. Weat, that upon one 
occasion he had a number of such interlopers 
expelled from the h: u-e. 

The Chinese reception was in som: respects 
the more attractive evtertainment of the two, 
On account of the national individuality being 
preserved, The minister, Chang Yen Hoon, is

MEXICAN PENSION ACT. 


Explanatory Circular Specifying What Vet 
erans Have Claims for Its Benefits. 

WASHINGTON, February 2.—The pension 
Office has prepared a circular showing who are en- 
titled to the benefits of the Mexican pension act. 
A copy of the circu ar will be sent to auy one 
upen application. The commissioner of pensions 
has been receiving daily bushels of letters from 
those who consider themselves entitled to pen- 
sions under the act. In order to settle all doubt as 
to whoare so entitled, General Black has embodied 
in the circulars the portions of the act which in- 
dicate who are to enjoy its benefits, with explana 
tory remarks calculated to make such sections 
clear. 

He anhounced that only_soldiers of the Mexican 
war who served sixty days therein, and are now 
sixty-two years of age, can secure a pension unless 
ihey can prove disability or dependence. The 
widow of such asoldieris also barred from the 
benefits of the act unless she has reached sixty- 
two years, or is dependent upon others for her sup- 
port. The commissioner also, informs the sur- 
viving officers of the war that the act places them 
on the same footing with the soldiers, and they 
only receive pensions upon the same conditions as 
they. The amount of pension can in no case be 
greater than that of the soldier; thatis. eight dol- 
lars per month.

A DISASTROUS WATER SPOUT ON 
THE CUMBERLAND. 


Nashville in Danger of Another Inundation-The 
Base Ball Park Under Nine F-et of Water 
—Thé People on the Bottoms Mov- 
ing Out Rapidly, Ete, Ete, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Febraary 3.—{Special.]— 
Che:tnut Mound, ten miles above Carthage, in 
the upper Cumberland, was visited last night 
by a water spout which carried death and de- 
struction in its wake, and almost ruined that 
section of the country. Near midnight a solid 
bedy of water was precipitated and swept 
down the valley with terrible force. One small 
lranch rose fifteen feet in a few moments. 
Rushing upon David Bush’s house, the water 
lifted the structure from its foundation. The 
building fell to pieces and floated away. Mr. 
Bush and his family being asleep, were una- 
ware of the danger until they were 

THROWN FROM THEIR BEDS 

into the water. The darkness was so intense 
that Mr. Bush was unable to render assistance 
to his family, but when he made his way out 
of the water he found that all had escaped. 
with the exception of his ten-year-old son. 
The little fellow was heard crying for help, 
and Mr. Bush again plunged into the 
tlood, but couldn’t find the lad. 
Mr. Bush was caught in some driftwood and 
narrowly escaped being drowned. The body 
of the boy was found this morning and buried. 
Allthe telephone lines above Carthage are 
down. 

The creeks are past fording and all commu- 
nication withthe upper town is cut off. The 
government gauge has been swept away, and 
it is impossible to tell the stage of the river, 
which is rising rapidly. A heavy rain has 
been falling all day. 

THE CUMBERLAND RISING. 

The river is assuming alarming proportions. 
The water stood yesterday at one o’clock, 37.5 
feet on the gauge; at six this evening it had risen 
to 39.6 feet. Theriver front was thronged 
with peop'e who came, despite the pouring 
rain, to see what was threatened. The water 
lacks several feet of the danger line in Black 
bottom, but much anxiety is manifest by the 
derision of that vicinity. In the lowlands of 
North Nashville the back water is getting 
dangerously near the street car track on the 
west line, and before it reaches there a great 
many people in the neighborhood of the tres- 
tle will have to move. People there are much 
troubled, and ask every passer by if the water 
willget much higher, and what is to become of 
them if it does. The water will have to rise 
two feet todrive many people out of their 
houses in that portion ofthe city. All the 
backyards of this section are covered with wa- 
ter. Mrs. Huller, 274 North Cherry, and 
many others, are in fear of being forced 
to leave suddenly in the night. The moving 
water is thirteen feet around the Nashville 
sulphur well and eleven feet in the baseball 
park on Jackson street. Just beyond the park 
live adozen colored families, who are moving. 
The water is around their houses and the 
floors are covered. Some are nearly surrounded 
by water. One of them is occupied by a feeble 
old negress. A number ofcolored women, who 
are moving from the Jackson street houses, 
say their husbands are on the river and rail- 
road, and the womenseem much distressed. 
Last year these houses were 

FLOODED IN THE NIGHT 
so suddenly that these people had to wade out. 
One woman, whose floor the water is touching 
now, said she moved in only yesterday, and 
now she is trying to get out. The lumbermen 
along the banks of the river have taken the 
precaution to better secure their logs 
and other property, which would be in danger 
in case of overflow. The recent rains have 
done great damage to the farms and fences in 
the vicinity of Nashville. On several turn- 
pikes the culverts have become choked up, and 


the water forced over the roadbeds, doing 


much damage. 
WARNED RY THE OPSERVER. 

Observer Jesunofsky has issued the following 
warning: 

rhe river will continue to rise until 
the 7th instant, probably extending beyond that 
date, and will reach a gauge reading of forty-five 
or forty-six feet. Merchants and others are warned 
accerdingly. 

Several mills, located on the flats beyond the 
watcrworks, will be under water when the 
river rises to forty-two feet, and every one in- 
undated if it reaches forty-six. It is now 
thirty-nine feet; that makes the water nine 
feet deep at Wilson spring bra@hch. Prewitt,Spurr 
«& Co. are preparing to launch a flat boat, 
the water lacking three feet of being on their 
yards.

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EXCITEMENT ON 'CHANGE. 


| ——— 
The Panic in London and Paris---Heavy 
Failures Reported. 

Paris, February 3—1:30 p. m.—Three per 
cent rentes have declined today, and are now 
quoted at 77 frances, a fall of one franc and 45 
centimes from the closing quotation of yester- 
day. 

2:30 p. m.— Three per cent rentes have now 
fallen to 76 francs and 80 centime3:. Thr is 
almost an entire suspension of operafions on 
the bourse. 

Bourse today opened depressed. Besids 
political rumors and general financiil mis- 
trust, the uspen sion of all credit ma’e 
the transaction of business almost an im- 
possibility. Members of the “coulissy” prac- 
tically refused credit dealing, and list 
prices were in many instances nominal. 
Italian rentes were largely offered, but found 
few buyers. They were nominally quoted at 
90.10, against 93.40 yesterday. Three per cent 
rentes for money fell 2f. 90c. and for account 2f. 
50c. Credit foncier is down 75 francs, Suez 
canal shares 87 francs, Ottoman bank Francis, 
Panama canal 7 francs 50 centimes. An 
Opinion prevails that unless the banks and 
great capitalists come to the relief of the 
market, disastrous failures are inevitable. 

LONDON, February 3--3 p. m.—There was in- 
tense excitement on the stock exchange all 
this afternoon, and at the close of the market 
a panicky feeling prevailed. The unfavorable 
state of the market was due chiefly to reports 
of heavy failures on the Paris bourse and to a 
rumor, yet unconfirmed, that a large banking 
institution in Berlin had collapsed. 

Panic on the stock exchange set in with the 
greatest forcein theafternoon. Earlier in 
the day English buying met the continental 
rush to sell, but later alarm seized English 
operators, and the torrent of sellers became so 
great that dealers refused to make prices. The 
wildest rumors were credited, and the best 
home and foreign securities were largely sold. 
Business continued active in the street until 
“petite bourse” quotations were re- 
ceived, which showed that the panic 
was intensying on the continent 
and caused depression and anxiety. At the 
close the reckless selling of railroad securities 
was partially checked by New York buying, 
besides England, Berlin and Paris, threw large 
masses of stock on the market. The day’s de- 
clincs include the following: Central 
and Wabash general mort- 
gage, 24; Atlantic first mortgage, 2}; 
Wabash preferred, 17; Denver preferred, 13; 
Union Pacific, 15; Louisville and Nashville, 12; 
Ohio and Missippi, 1}; New York, Ontario and 
Western and Lake Shore, i: Grand Trunk 
seconds, 2]; thirds, 12. In English railways, 
the Great Northern fell 545, and Chatham sec- 
onds 5. Taken altogether, it was the worst 
time that the stock exchange has seer for 
many months.

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THE SITUATION AT MASSOWAH. 


The Abyssinians Carry a Line of Entrench- 
ments, 


Paris, February 3.—The Republique Fian- 
caise publishes a dispatch from the Suez, 
which states that in the battles between the 
Abyssinians and Italians, near Massowah, Jan- 
vary 25th and 26th, the Abyssinians captured 
all the guns possessed by the Italians. It also 
says that of 480 Italians who were engaged in 
the fights, not more than fifty escaped. The 
dispatch adds that the Italians have evacuated 
all their advanced positions, and that the 
Abyssinians have already attacked and carried 
the first line of Italian entrenchments around 
Massowah. The latter’success, it is stated, was 
achieved by the Abyssinianson the 27th of 
January, the day after the destruction of the 
Italian forces in the field, and the latest intel- 
ligence received indicated that it was doubtful 
whether the Italians would be able to hold out 
at Massowah until the arrival of reinforce- 
ments. -

The Banner-Watchman asked this question 
of Dr. Mark Willingham, the other afternoon, 
not as a lord high executioner, but as & promi- 
nent medical authority. op ae 

“No, if performed well, hanging is about as 
painless a death as a man may suifer.— it is in- 
tnitely better than the Spanish garrote, which 
drives a pin into the base of the ne kk aud 
breaks the spinal column.” ee 

Discussing Cluverius, who Dr.§Willingham 
did not think should have been hung at all, he 
said it was evident he must have suffered a 

reat deal. The neck was not broken, judging 

m the struggles at the end of the rope and 

the stertorous breathing. He was probably 
conscious several minutes, and death only en- 
sued by strangulation. - 

Dr. Willin ames attention was called to the 
execution of Preston Valentine, in Augusta’ 
where the rope caught in the prisoner 5 arm 


and held him suspended horizontally before he | 


fell and was suspended by the neck. | 

“Of course that was an accident, and‘ death 
resulted from strangulation—just as if I would 
put my fingers around your throat now and 
choke you to death. It would be a minut oro 
two before you lost consciousness or t 
feel pain. 


“But you remember the hanging of Jones,in | 


Oglethorpe county, for wife-murder several 
years ago. He never suffered for an instant. 
When he fell there was a jerk of the rope and 
you could almost hear his bones crack. The

body shrugged up once or twice and turned 
balf way round—but there was no conscious- 
ness, and death was almost instantaneous.”

She is ninety-two 
years old and eo blind that she recognizes even 
her family only by their voices. Mrs. Smith 
has many interesting reminiscences, and is 
altogether a striking example of happy old 
age. 


The Tallest of Known Men.

IS IT A COAL BED? 


RUMORS THAT ANTHRACITE COAL 
HAS BEEN FOUND 


Near Austell, Seventeen Miles From Atlanuta—Talks 
With Men Who Have Heard of the Find -Coal 
is There, But the Quantity Not Known— 
The Facets Will Come Out Soon. 


It was rumored in the city yesterlay that‘a 
large bed of anthracite coal had been discovered 
near Austell, abéut seventeen miles out on the 
Georgia Pacific. The rumors came from such a 
reliable sourcethat a CONSTITUTION reporter 
set out to investigate the matter, ant learn if 
there was any truth in the reports. Severel 
gentlemen likely to know of the facts were 
seen, and their remarks are given: 

Mr. S. 8. Marsh, of the firm of Moore, 
Marsh & Co., was first interviewed. Mr. 
Marsh’s father owns considerable property in 
the vicinity of Salt Springs, and would derive 
more benefit from such a lucky streak than 
any one else. Being asked if he knew any- 
thing about it, Mr. 8. S. Marsh said: 

“All I know about the rumored existence of 
a bed ef anthracite coal near Salt Springs is 
this: A short time ago while workmen were 
engaged in building a bridge over Sweetwater 
creek, near Salt Springs, one of them found 
coal in the bed of the creek, which, after being 
examined, turned out to be anthracite and ofa 
very good quality, too. The “find” created 
somewhat of a sensation at the time, 
but it soon subsided, and I have heard noth- 
ing further of it.” 

“Wasn't there some talk about forming a 
syndicate and developing the property?’ asked 
the reporter. 

“Not that Iam aware of. AsI told you, I 
have heard nothing more about the matter.” 

It was reported that Mr. A. M. Reinhart, the 
lawyer, knew something of the alleged discov- 
ery and he was called on.

THAT BOTTLE OF LIQUOR. 


The Possessory Warrant for Betts--Eight 
Ounces of Whisky Served, 

William Betts’s bottle of liquor is now in 
custody of Judge Landrum, of a North At- 
lata justice court, to whom it was surrendered 
by a bailiff. 

Early yesterday morning Judge Landrum 
placed the possessory warrant in the hands of 
a bailiff with instructions toserveit.

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THE BEER SELLING CASES. 


The Cases Against the Brewery and Keany 
& Werner Set for Tomorrow. 


The session of police court tomorrow prom- 
ises to be one of unusual interest, and will at- 
tractas many people as the court room will 
hold, the attraction being the cases against 
Kenny & Werner, the wine room men, and the 
Atlanta City Brewing company. 

The detectives who are handling the cases 
are making a desperate effort to secure convic- 
tion in both cases. They feel satisfied that 
they will be able to put the proof on the 
brewery, and are equally certain of a couvic- 
tion in the other case. They are subpcenaing 
witnesses right and left, and when the cases 
are called tomorrow it is probable that 
there will be all of fifty to one hundred wit- 
nesses in attendance. Thelist of wituesses has 
not been made public yet, and no one knows 
who will be given a chance to:testify in either 
cases except the detectives. The list, however, 
contains the names of many persons who have 
never darkened a police court room.

The defendants, of course, haven't shown 
their hands.
